Attention is drawn to the By-law re- 
specting the sale of Wetaskiwin’s util- 
ities to the Calgary Power Company 
Limited elsewhere in this issue. The 
Public Utilities Commission have stat- 
ed that the agreement is a very fair 
one for both parties concerned, and 
we believe when the burgesses study 
this contract they will agree that the 
Council has entered into a very good 
agreement with the Company. 

The City proposes to sell the build- 
ing and land where the electric light 
plant is now situated, together with 
the gas generating units, switch- 
boards, steam engines, etc., as a.going 
concern for the sum of $90,000. The 
Company is also taking over the water 
gystem for the sum of $35,000. 

The agreement is for a term of five 
years, with provisions for an exten- 
sion of another five years, subject to 
City Charter amendments. 

Among the clauses in the agreement 
are the following: 

9. The City shall purchase from the 
Company and the Company shall sell 
to the City during the term or period 
of “said franchise” and any extension 
or renewal thereof, all electrical en- 
ergy and power which the City may 
require, for any municipal lighting. 

10. The Company shall, during the 
term or period of “said franchise” and 
any extension or renewals thereof, 
maintain and keep in good repair and 
proper working order a complete sys- 
tem of street lighting for the City, in- 
cluding the replacement of lamps. 
The Company shall furnish an all 
night street lighting service maintain- 
ing all the present street lights or 
lamps of such candlepower as may be 
designated by the City which shall not 
be less than 250 candlepower, and 
such additional street lights or lamps 
as the City may from time to time 
demand, for which the City shall pay

Each lamp not/exceeding 250 candle- 
power—$3.00 per month. 

Each lamp over 250 candlepower but 
not exceeding 400 candlepower—$3.90 
per month, 

Each lamp over 400 candlepower,

PROVIDED that in the event of the 
City requiring ths installation of any 
additional street lights which involve

Excerpts from Newspaper Law, 
printed for the benefit of any reader 
who may have mistaken ideas regard- 
ing same: Ao Se i 

Pn AL postisastedyis Teanga “to"give 
Notice by letter Creturning ‘the paper 
does not answer the laws) if the sub- 
scriber does not take the paper out of 
the post office nad state the reason 
for its not being taken. Any neglect 
to de so makes the postmaster re- 
sponsible to the publisher for pay- 
ment, , 

2. If any person orders his paper 
discontinued he must pay all arrears 
or the publisher may continue to send 
it until payment is made and collect 
the whole amount whether the paper 
is taken trom the office ur not. There 
can be no legal discontinuance until 
nayment is made. 

3. Any person who takes a paper 
from the post office, whether directed 
to his name or another, or whether 
he subscribes or not, is responsible for 
payment, 

4. If a subscriber orders his paper 
stopped ot a certain time and the pub- 
lisher continues to send it, the sub- 
scriber is bound to pay for it if he 
takes it out of the post office. This 
follows the principle that a man must 
pay for what he uses.

It is sometimes said that playing the 


two hands is worth on the average ons 
trick to the Declarer; perhaps the 
advantage is even greater. He in pa» 
ticular benefits from the fact that, of 
the 52 cards, he knows which 26 are 
against him and which 26 Ye holds im 
the two hands; whereas each oppoment 
can see 13 cards in his own hand and 


13 in Dummy, but is unaware how the 


other 26 lie. Beyond this, the opponents 
of the Declarer-have a great disadvan- 
tage in the fact that one of them must 
lead “‘blind;” i. e., before seeing Dum- 


my’s hand he must play a card to ‘the 
first trick. : 
The original lead, of course, differs 


according to whether the Declarer has 
a no-trump or suit contract. Let us 


first take the case where the Declarer 
has bid “One no-trump” and all have 
passed; or where the Declarer has said 
“One no-trump”’ and his partner, after 
a ‘No bid” from the first opponent, 
has said “Two no-trump” —a declara- 
tion often made nowadays in order to 
shut, out an informatory double from 
the fourth player. Your “biind’’ lead 
should, in the ordinary way, be the 
fourth best of your longest suit; i. e., 
if you hold hearts, K, 10, 7, 6, 4, you 
would lead the six. Thi however, 
must not be followed if you hold 
“touching honors.” For example, K, Q, 


J,7,in hearts, is a case of three “touch: 
ing honors”, for the queen is next to 


the king and the jack next to the queen. 
In this case you lead the highest; viz., 


the king. Again, if you hold K, Q, 10, 


7, you should lead the king. The rea- 


son is that the Declarer may hold, A, 
J, 6; if he wins your king with the ace,

On his last trip, Mr. Soper went 
north on the Hudson's Bay company 
steamer, Niscopie, sailing from Mont- 
yeal and arriving at Cape Dorset, 
Baffin island, on August 6, 1928. 

“Krom that time J conducted a coast 
survey until freeze-up,” he said, “I 
went along the const of Foxland, 
which {8 named after Luke Fox who 
discovered it in 1681, The coast has 
never been surveyed since his visit, 
nearly three centuries ago. It is now 
surveyed from Capo Dorset to Chor- 
bak inlet.” 

During September, Mr. Soper made 
a trip to the intérior of Baffin island 
by canoe, He left Gordon Bay ac- 
companied only by two natives and 
surveyed a chain of lakes half-way 
across Foxland. 

“Then the freeze-up came and we 
could make no more surveys until the 
winter sledding commenced,” he said. 
“During the winter, I made six tra- 
verses of Foxland, making surveys 
and collecting topographical detail. 
On May 17, I left Cape Dorset with 
five Eskimos and five sleds and 
worked down Hudson strait to Chor- 
bak inlet. We traversed Foxland 
to Bowman Bay, and traversed Fox 
inlet, after which we continued 
up the west coast of Baffin island to 
latitude 65-36 north. There our main 
scientific camp was established.” 

This camp was known as Camp 
Kungovik, which is the Eskimo name 
for Blue Goose. The purpose of 
establishing this base was to work out 
the biological survey of the west coast 
of Baffin island and to discover the 
breeding grounds of the blue goose. 

Mr. Soper arrived at this point on 
May 24, 1929 and sent all the dogs 
and all the Eskimoes, except two, 
back to Cape Dorset, while he re 
mained with the two native assist- 
ants for the summer work which was 
carried on continuously until July 20. 

“Were there no white men asso- 
ciated with you?” he was asked. 

“No, I always work alone in the]. 
Arctic,” he replied. 

“Do you find the Eskimos good 
assistants?” f 

“Splendid,” was the answer. “One 
could not have better travelling com- 
panions in the north for they knew 
the country. 

“T always use Eskimo dogs and big 
freighting sleds drawn by 14 dogs,” 
he added. “Each team and sled draws 
about 1,000 pounds at _ the start. 
Arctic travel in the east. differs 
radically from that in the ‘west. Our 
dogs were hitched fan-wise with one 
trace to each dog and the teams 
iJare..;much .Jarggr and; the sleds 


a fresh one each night.” , 

Mr. Soper made his astronomical 
observations from a snow observa- 
tory with his instrument frozen in 
a huge cake of ice which made it 
immovable. 

It was during this stay at Camp 
Kungovik that the discovery of the 
blue geese was made and the mater- 
ial, never tuken before, accumulated 
for the dominion government _bio- 
logical records and museums. 

Then, his task accomplished, Mr. 
Soper set out for Cape Dorset where 
the ship upon which he was to return 
to civilization was to arrive on Aug- 
ust 7. 

Giving himself plenty of time and 
anticipating a 10ay journey for 
which he took food for 18 days, he 
set out. The ice, nowever, was so 
broken and travel so difficuit that 
the trip took 25 :iays and when he 
starved, weary .und 
frozen, the ship had gone. ‘ 

“What did you a0?” 

‘Well, the only hope of getting out 
of the country was to catch the gov- 
ernment vessel, the S. S. Boethic 
which was to call at Lake Harbor 
on August 25, so I hired a schooner 
from the Hudson’s Bay company, 
and an Eskimo crew, and _ worked 
my way 360 miles along the south 
coast of Baffin island to Lake Har- 
bor, where I succeeded in barely 
catching the ship. Then we _ took 
eight days to get to North Sydney, 
Cape Breton, and I came the rest 
of the way to Edmonton by rail.” 

The trip, according to Mr. Soper 
was an entire success, all and more 
than he had set out to do being ac-, 
complished. The surveys made were 
particularly important. 

“Are you going back next year?” 
he was asked. 

“That is my work,” he replied. 

“What will you do this winter in 
Ottawa?” 

“It will take the winter to make my 
maps and reports of the time I spent 
in the north.” 

Mr. Soper has brought with him a 
great many photographs, including! 
splendid still-life pictures of the ani- 
mal and bird life of the country. 

Mr. Soper specialized in biology at 
the University of Alberta and took 
three years’ work in geology. He is an 
expert taxidermist and photographer 
and many other practical trades form 
part of the extensive equipment re- 
{quired fqor his arduous work. 

“He’s a great boy,” said his father 
with pride. “When he was only 10 
years old he started this taxidermy 
business. He wanter $10 from me and 
wouldn't tell me what it was for so 
I wouldn't give it to him. 

“Then he borrowed a horse and 
rig from me and went in it to Fer- 
gus and drew some of his own money 
out of the bank and spent it on a 
correspondence course in taxidermy 
and that is how he started No mat- 
ter what he did, he always came back 
to this naturalist business.’—Journal.

DR. BRETT, FORMER 

LIEUT-GOVERNOR, DIED MONDAY 


age, Mr. 


Calgary, Sept. 17. — Dr. Robert 
George Brett, former lieutenant gov- 
ernor of Alberta, died in the Holy 
Cross hospital on Monday evening at 
8:50 o’clock, following a long period 
of slowly declining health, at the age 
of 78 years. 

Dr. Brett had been a resident of 
California for the past few years, but 
last summer returned to his old home 
at Banff, willing to spend his declin- 
ing years in the spot where he had 
first cast in his lot with the rising 
young province. 

Since that time his health has de- 
clined steadily. ~:, 

Dr. Brett leaveg*only his widow, 
Mrs. Louise T. Brett, as one of his 
sons, Earl, died many years ago, and 
the other, Harry, died in Edmonton 
recently. 

In 1886, Dr. Brett established the 
Banff Sanitarium at Banff, Alberta, 
of which he was: medical director up 
to the time of his° death. In 1909, 
he established the. Brett hospital at 
Banff. During ‘@@years 1888-1915, 
Dr. Brett was a member of the medi- 
cal councils of the North West Terri- 
tories and Alberta and is a past presi- 
dent of each. In 1912 he was elected 
a Member of the dominion medical 
council and became president of the 
Canadian Medical Council in 1921. 
During his early days in Banff, Dr. 
Brett was chief surgeon of the Can- 
adian Pacific railway colieries at Can- 
more, Anthracite and Bankhead. 

Dr. Brett was elected to the first 
legislative assembly of the North 
West Territories in 1888 and sat until 
1901. From 1889 ‘until 1891, he served 
as president of the executive council 
of the North West Territories, when 
the fight for larger powers for the 
assembly was at its hottest.

throughout the province. The above 
figures are borne out by the returns 
which have already come in. 

According to an estimate arrived at 
Jointly by the Department of Agricul- 
ture and the Dominion Bureau of Stat- 
istics, the wheat acreage in Alberta 
this year has been placed at 7,422,962 
acres. 

A very satisfacto'y feature of the 
present season’s yield is the high qual- 
ity of the majority of the wheat being 
threshed, many districts reporting a 
large percentage of No. 1 and No. 3. 
In some cases, however, the grade has 
been reduced by the presence of green 
kernels, but in very few cases is the 
grade below No. 3. 

It is apparent from the reports that 
there will be a shortage of seed oats 
available for next year’s crop in some 
districts in the central parts of the 
province, but it is believed this de- 
mand can be met satsfactorily by 
other sections of the province where a 
leavier yield of the conrse grains is 
being threshe). 

Negotiations have been under way 
between the Alberta Government and 
the reilway companies respecting the 
free shipment of hay and teed oats in- 
to those districts where the crop is 
short. These arrangements have now 
been completed and the plan will be 
in operation after September 18. Farm- 
ers interested in taking advantage of 
this arrangement are asked to com- 


municate with the Department of Ag-

TELEPHONING FROM TRAIN 
WILL BE POSSIBLE SOON

| VALUE OF LIGHTNING RODS 
The U.S. Bureau of Standards has 
recently published some interesting 
‘evidence of the value of lightning rods, 
deduced from reports of fire marshals 
and insurance companies in the Unit- 
ed States and Canada, in which the 
losses on rodded and'‘unrodded build- 
jings have been’ separated. Says 
‘Charles Fitzhugh Talman in _ his 
‘science service feature, “Why the 
Weather?” (Washington). 

| “Most fire losses from lightning oc- 
jour in rural districts. The proportion 
jot farm buildings equipped with light- 
ning-rods is not definitely known, ex- 
cept in the State of Iowa, where a 
jeareful estimate indicates about 50 
per cent. During the period 1919-1921 
twenty-eight rodded buildings in Iowa 
were destroyed by lightning, with los- 
ses amounting to $87,979. In the 
{same period 503 other buildings in the 
State were destroyed by lightning and 
the losses were $1,060,668.00. Thus the 
value of the rodded buildings destroy- 
ed was only 7.7 per cent of the total, 
although the number exposed to light- 
ning hazards was about 50 per cent. 
Very similar conditions probably pre- 
vail over the greater part of the Mid- 
Western United States, where it is 
believed that about half of the farm

said Official or Board of its water sup- 
ply for the City being impure and un- 
fit for use; and the Company shall 
on request therefor furnish promptly 
to the Council of the City a copy of 
the Report of each such analysis. 


15. The fire-plugs or hydrants now 
or hereafter installed, shall be and re- 
main the property of the Company 
who shall keep the same in a good 
state of repair and shall allow the City 
through its agents and employees 
authorized in that behalf at all times 
to take and use water for the pur- 
poses and subject to the proviso men- 
tioned in paragraph twelve (12) here- 
of. The said fire-plugs or hydrants 
shall be inspected by the Company at 
least once in every twelve months and 
necessary repairs made by the Com- 
pany. The City shall compensate the 
Company for all damages and injury 
to the said fire-plugs or ‘hydrants oc- 
casioned by the negligent use thereof 
by the City, its employees or agents. 
The Company shall not be or 
be deemed to be Hable or re- 
sponsible for any defect in or 
the non-operation of any _ fire- 
plugs or hydrants used hy the City or 
its employees as in Section Twelve 
(12) hereof PROVIDED, unless it has 
previously had reasonable notice in 
writing from the City through its au- 
thorized agents or employees of a de- 
fect In or of the non-operation of any 
such fire-plug or hydrant. IT IS 
UNDERSTOOD that no person, ex- 
cepting the City through its author- 
ized agents for the purposes aforesaid, 
shall have the right to draw water 
from fire-plugs or hydrants or other 
fittings of the Company except as the. 
Company may authorize. The City 
through its officers, agents or employ- 
ees shall report promptly to the Com- 
pany any infraction of this provision 
which comes to the notice of the City 
and will do all in its power to assist 
the Company in stopping and prevent- 
ing any such unwarranted use of 
woter. 

16. The City shall be entitled to re- 
quire the Company to install any new 
fire-plugs and hydrants and shall pay 
to the Company monthly for any fire- 
Plugs or hydrants so required by the 
City to be installed subsequent to the 
execution of this agreement, at the 
rate of seventy-five ($75.00) Dollars 
per annum for each fire-plug or hy- 
drant so connected to the pipes or 
mains of the Company's distribution 
system. 


17. The Company may extend its 
water distribution system at any time 
to service new customers or consum- 
ers on such terms and for such prices 
as may be agreed upon bétween the 
Company and such consumers, But the 
Company agrees that it will extend 
the said distribution system and pro-

18, The Company shall have power 
and bo at Iberty to charge to tts cus:

the Clty such rates or prices as tho 
Company ghall from time to timo fx 
but in no case shall the maximum 
rates or prices so charged by tho Com- 
pany to Its customers or consumers of 
water within the City exceed the rates 
or prices (subject to prevailing dis- 
counts) that on the date hereof pre- 
vails {n the City for the supply of 
water by the Clty, such prevailing 
rates or prices being as follows:

19. The Company shall have the 
sole right to tap or make connections 
with the mains and pipes of its sys- 
tem and it will upon demand by any 
consumer or customer who has signed 
a written application for service on 
the Company’s regular form, make’ 
such connection at its main and insert ! 
there a cock or other suitable device, ! 
and shall provide at its own expense 4 
service connection from the Company's 
main to the consumer's property line, 
to enable water from the Company's 
system to be supplied to the custom- 
er’s premises, as provided for in the 
next succeeding paragraph hereof. 


20. Any consumer who desires to 
be served with water from the Com- 
pany’s \system shall at his own ex- 
pense install a connection for water 
service from the customer’s property 
line to his premises and shall provide 
suitable connection for the installing 
of the Company’s water meter, all of 
which shall be subject to approval by 
the Company before actual service 
begins and thereafter the consumer or 
customer shall at his own expense 
maintain in good repair and order all 
of such connections and fittings be- 
tween thecustomer’s property line and 
the meter.

22. If or when a leak in a service 
on the premises of any consumer is 
apparent to or is brought to the atten- 
tion of the consumer it shall be the 
duty of such consumer to repair such 
leak immediately and if he fails to do 
so within five (5) days after notice in 
writing from the Company, the Com- 
pany may add to the consumer’s 
monthly account a sum computed at 
the rate of fifty (50c) cents per day 
for each and every day such leak con- 
tinues after the giving of such notice, 
and the Company may on the con- 
sumers default to repair such leak 
make the repairs itself and add the 
costs thereof to its monthly account 
against the consumer. In the event of 
their being an uncertainty as to wheth- 
er the leak is in the service connection 
of the consumer or in the Company’s 
portion of the connection or its main 
the repair shall be made by the Com- 
pany and if it be :ound tnat the leak 
is in the service eonnectio1 of the eun- 
sumer he shall forthwith pay to the 
Company the enst cf sach repairs.

pany that any consumer permits or 
has permitted another person to take 
and remove water from the consum- 
er’s premises contrary to this provi- 
sion the Company may charge the 
consumer so permitting such removal 
of water, an additional sum equal to 
the minimum charge per month in re- 
spect of each and every person who is 
allowed to take water from his prem- 
ises for each and every month during 
which the consumer permits such re- 
moval and evidence of any such re- 
moval of water at any one time during 
month shall entitle the 
Company to make such additional 
charge for that month. 


23. All accounts for water supplied 
shall be due and payable when ren- 
dered. If any account to any customer 
shall remain unpaid for more than

to consumers therefor, Any meter 
muy be Inspected by the Company or 
by tho consumer at any time, wand may 
aut any tlne upon the request of the 
consumer and after ten days’ notite to 
the Company be properly tested or 
callbrated. If such test shows that 
any meter is {n error by moro than 
2% olther way, then such meter shall 
be forthwith corrected or be replaced 
by one that is accurate, If a test mado 
pursuant to notice from a consumer 
shows the error to bo less than 2% 
the oxpenses of such test shall be 
borne by the consumer but ff the test 
shows the error to be more than 2% 
tho expense shall be borne by the Com- 
pany. 
_ The bills for water supplled during 
the two calendar months preceding 
such tests shall be corrected in pro- 
portion to the error of the meter, pro- 


limit of 2% and such correction shall 
be accepted by both parties as gettle- 
ment in full to that date of all claims 
on account of inaccuracy of the meter. 

26. Subject to theobservance ofand 
performance by the Company of the 
terms and covenants of this agree- 
ment, the ‘City will not for a period of 
five (5) years from the date of this 
agreement, grant to any other per- 
son, firm or corporation, whatsoever, 
the right to, and will not itself, erect, 
construct, establish, maintain or op- 
crate «a water system or sell or dis- 
pose of water within the City for any 
purpose. 

27. It is agreed that at the expira- 
tion of the term hereby granted the 
sume may be renewed for a period not 
exceeding five (5) years (and so from 
time to time) with such alterations, if 
any, as may be agreed upon by the 
parties and approved by the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners and that 
if either party refuses to renew this 
contract, or if the parties fail to agree 
as to the condition of such renewal, 
then the Council of the City may, sub- 
ject to the approval of the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners, pur- 
chase all plant, machinery, equipment, 
apparatus and property used for the 
Purposes thereof, for such price and 
on scch terms as may be agreed upon 
with the Company, or falling such 
agreement, then for such price and on 
such terms as may be fixed and set- 
tled by the Board of Public Utility 
Commissioners on the application of 
either of the parties.

shall be had to all repairs and replace- 
ments made by the Company. 


27a. It is agreed that the City and 
the Company shall at least one year 
before the termination of this agree- 
ment enter into negotiations for the 
continuance, amendment or cancella- 
tion of this agreement and in the 
event of no agreement be®g entered 
into prior to one year before the date 
of the termination of this agreement, 
then this agreement shall continue in 
force until either party gives to the 
other written notice of its desire to 
determine the same at the expiry of 


jthe ensuing next year, IT BEING 


AGREED that said notice may be 
given on any day of the year prior to 
the last year of the term of this 
agreement or on any day of the years 
that this agreement shall continue in 
force pursuant to the provisions of 
this paragraph. 

28. PROVIDED and it is distinctly 
understood and agreed that in the 
event of any default by the Company 
in the observance and performance of 
any of the terms and covenants of 
this agreement or in the observance 
and performance of any of the terms 
and coverants of an agreement bear- 
ing even date herewith made between 
the City and the Company covering 
the sale by the ‘City to the Company 
of the City’s electric undertaking and 
the providing by the Comrany to the 
City and its inhabitants of electric 
power and energy for lighting and 
particularly in the event of the Com- 
pany failing toyneet its obligations as 
herein provided, to furnish continu- 
ously and without interruption water 
to the extent of the requirements of 
the City and the inhabitants thereof, 
the rights and privileges hereby 
granted shall (at the option of the 
City) cease and determine in the same 
manner and to all intents and _ pur- 
poses as if the full period of five (5) 
years herein mentioned had elapsed 
and the City shall have the right at its 
option forthwith to retake and _ re- 
enter upon the City waterworks under- 
taking in its then state and condition. 
Provided that in such event the City

guarded against or by strikes, the 
party whose operations are so sub. 
ponded or curtailed shall not be Hable 
to the othor under the contract untll 
the cuttse of such suspension or cur: 
tailment has been removed; PROVID- 
BD that each of the parties héteto 
shall take all reasonable precautions 
and adopt all reasonable measures to 
prevent or remove the cause of such 
suspension or curtailment. | 


32. This agreement shall be sub- 
ject to and be effective upon ratifica- 
tion of the By-law of the City author- 
izing the agreement by the Ratepayers 
or Burgesses of the City in accord- 
ance with the provisions of “The 
Wetaskiwin \.Charter” and upon ap- 
proval of the Provincial Board of 
Health under the provisions of the 
“Public Health Act” Section 10 and 
upon approval by the Board of Public 
Utility Commissioners under the pro- 
visions of “The Public Utilities Act” 
1923, Section 78, and the date of the 
execution of this agreement mention- 
ed throughout the provisions hereof 
shall for all purposes be taken to be 
the date of actual execution of this 
ugreement by the City. The vote of 
the ratepayers or burgesses shall he 
taken as provided in Part V. of the 
Municipal Ordinance of the North 
West Territories. 

33. The City will at all times upon 
the request and at the expense of the

34. If any direct energy tax or sim- 
ilar tax, special franchise tax or sim- 
ilar tax or tax on transmission lines 
or similar tax or any abnormal in- 
crease in the scale of taxation by the 
City in force at the date of this agree- 
ment, or any undue and unreasonable 
assessment of the Company’s proper- 
ty, the imposition of which materially 
affects the Company's cost of produc- 
tion and or supply is hereafter im- 
posed upon the Company by the Govy- 
ernment of the Dominion of Canada 
or the Province of Alberta, or any 
other competent taxing authority, the 
Company may apply to the Board of 
Public Utility Commissioners of the 
Province of Alberta and with the con- 
sent of said Board may increase the 
rates chargeable hereunder having re- 
gard to the proportionate share of the 
increase of the cost of production and 
or supply caused by the imposition of
